Lunch: Rice en 
casserole; asparagus; salad of shredded lettuce 
Dinner: Celery soup; baked ham; string beans 
(canned); celery and carrot salad; apple or 
prune whip. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: 
Melba toast; stewed peaches. Lunch: Sweet 
potatoes on half shell; spinach; combination 
vegetable salad. Dinner: Salisbury steak; but- 
tered beets; five-minute cabbage; lettuce salad; 
custard. 

*MINCED CHICKEN IN TOMATO JELLY: 
Drain two cups of juice from a large can of 
tomatoes. Pour into a sauce pan and heat to 
almost boiling point. Have ready one envelope 
of gelatin which has been softened with a little 
cold water. Dip up some of the tomato juice and 
stir into the gelatin until thoroughly dissolved, 
then mix all together and set in a cool place 
until the juice begins to thicken. Now mix in 
one cupful of minced chicken, one-third cupful 
each of chopped celery, parsley and minced ripe 
olives. Pour into wet molds and place on ice 
until mealtime, then unmold on crisp lettuce. 
This amount is sufficient for four persons, and 
forms the protein part of the meal. Any left 
over roast, such as beef, pork or mutton may 
be prepared in the same manner and found 
very appetizing

They must 
not only keep a straight face when their parents 
tell them about Santa Claus, but Junior must 
be patient while Daddy spends all morning on 
the dining room carpet running the mechanical 
train that good old Santa left “for a good boy.”

I haven't a great deal of sympathy with the 
high-browed kili-joys who point out that which- 
ever day Jesus was born on, it could not pos- 
sibly have been December 25. As a matter of 
record the evangelists don’t agree even upon the 
year. Whoever wrote the Gospel of Matthew 
said it took place “In the days of Herod the 
king”’—-which was at least three years before 
the beginning of the Christian era—while the 
writer or writers of the Gospel of Luke say 
it was “when Cyrenius was governor of Syria” 
~—which was six years after the beginning of 
the Christian era. All of these academic dis- 
putes fade’ into insignificance against the awful 
spectacle of bloodshed, poison gas, piracy, 
bombings and slaughter of the innocents now 
taking place at this Christmastide in Spain be- 
tween a group of attackers and attacked, both 
of whom profess Christianity.

From my workroom window I've been 
watching the ascent of Mercury in the heavens 
for the past month. He can be seen low in the 
heavens towards the south-west from early 
sunset till well on in the evening. You can't 
mistake him, because of his size and his bright 
white light. Being a planet he shines steadily, 
without the flicker which marks the far away 
suns which we call stars. He is the smallest of 
the planets, having a diameter of about 2700 
miles, and his course is nearest to the sun. His 
meen distance from the sun is 36 million miles, 
as compared with our mean distance of 93 mil- 
lion miles. 

Odd as it may seem, our earth is 4000,000 
miles nearer to the sun in mid-winter than in 
mid-summer. You can roughly calculate that 
you are looking at a terrestial ball 2,700 miles 
in size from a distance of 55 million miles. 

Don't let this ghastly affair in Spain oppress 

you to the extent of wishing you were on Mer- 
cury instead of upon Earth. Like our own moon, 
Mercury has ce d to revolve. He keeps the 
same face always turned to the sun, with the 
result that the temperature is about 800 above 
on the side facing the sun, and Heaven knows 
y many degrees below zero on the eternally 
k side away from the sun. 
If Mercury looks beautiful to us in his white 
glory, how much more beautiful our earth with 
its 8,000 miles diameter must look from Mer- 
cury when our planet is lit up by the sun. 

At the Fels planetarium, by reversing the 
course of the heavenly bodies back to where 
they would be at the beginning of the Christian 
era, a*‘composite bright star composed of several 
of the planets and stars in line from our ecarth 
was produced. Perhaps this constituted the 
bright star of the East that brought the Magi 
with their first Christmas gifts of gold, and 
frankincense and myrrh.

Is it true what they say about 
dieticians? That they take the joy 
out of eating and put in vitamins? 
Let’s nibble and see. At their re- 
cent convention in Boston, the 
American Dietetic Association had 
this buffet luncheon: Vegetable 
appetizer, pickled crabapples, sweet 
red pepper jam, hearts of celery,| 
pickled relish, then Gloucester cod- 
fish balls, Connecticut egg sauce, 
cold sliced ham, Boston baked 
beans, Harvard beets, Boston brown 
bread, watercress and lettuce salad, 
sweet crescent rolls and for those 
sturdy dieticians still standing there 
was Boston cream pie and coffee 
On the evidence presented, it is 
decidedly not true that dieticians 
take the joy out of eating. | 

The gals are generous, too. They | 
whisper how the beans and brown 
bread got that way. It's all in the 
spirit of old New England. 


BOSTON BAKED BEANS 
(For 15 servings) 
One quart small pea beans, %4| 
pound fat salt pork, 1 tablespoon | 
salt, 3 tablespoons granulated sugar, | 
“ cup molasses, dark (Porto Rican),} 
%2 teaspoon mustard, boiling water. | 
Before telling us what to do| 
about the ingredients, the girls re-| 
mind us that the young King of 
Eng'and chose his chef for his abil- 
ity to produce such beans as these. 
Pick over beans, cover with cold} 
water, and soak over night. Drain,; 
cover with fresh water, heat slowly | 
(keeping water below boiling point) 
and cook until skins will burst. 
Drain beans. Scald pork and scrape, 
remove ¥% inch slice and put in 
botiom of bean pot. Cut through 
vind of remaining pork every’ half- 
itch, making cuts 1 inch deep. Put 
beans in pot and bury pork in| 
beans, leaving rind exposed. Mix 
salt, molasses, and sugar, add 1 cup 
boiling water and pour over beans. 
Cover bean pot and bake 6 to 8 
hours in slow oven (250 degrees F.), 
wncovering last hour of cooking, so| 
that rind may become brown and! 
crisp. Add water as needed. } 
The ladies of the American Diete- 
tic Association remind us that! 
brown bread used to be steamed in 
a kettle hanging from the crane 
over the coals. But it’s okeh if we 
have to use a less complicated | 
method.

(For 2 loaves.) 
One cup rye meal, 1 cup whole

hours.
